MEASUREMENT:— To fit 6i-6|-inch hand. 

ABBREVIATIONS: -See page 19. 

TENSION: — To get this measurement it is absolutely 
necessary to work at a tension to produce 9i stitches 
to the inch in width. Check tension — see page 19. 

THE RIGHT-HAND GLOVE. — ** Using No. 13 Needles, 
cost on 7 1 stitches. 

1st row. — -K.l, * P.1, K.l, repeot from * to end of 
row. 

Repeat 1st row thirteen times. 

Using No. M Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row, — (K.l, P.l) three times, * K.l, P.2 tog., P.1, 
K.2 tog., repeot from * to lost 5 sts., (K.l ,P.l) twice, 
K.l (51 sts.l. 

2nd row. — K.l, * P.l, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 2nd row eight times **. 

Using No. 13 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.l, (K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.25. 



2nd row, — K.l, P.23, (P.3, w.r.n., P.2 tog.) five times, 
P.l, K.l. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows four times. 

11th row. — K.l, (K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.l, increase once in next st., K.23. 

12th row. — K.l, P.24, (P.3, w.r.n., P.2 tog.) five times, 
P.l, K.l. 

13th row. — K.l, (K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.l, (increase once in next st.) twice, K.23. 

14th row, — K.l, P.26, (P.3, w.r.n., P.2 tog.) five times, 
P.l, K.l. 

15th row. — K.l, (K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.28. 




16th row. — Like 14th row. 

17th row. — K.l, (K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.l, increase once in next st., K.2, increase once in 
next st., K.23. 

18th row. — K.l, P.28, (P.3, w.r.n., P.2 tog.) five times, 
P.l, K.l. 

19th row.— K.l, (K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.30. 

20th row. — Like 18th row. 

21st row. — -K.l, (K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.l, increase once in next st., K.4, increase once in 
next st., K.23. 

22nd row. — K.l, P.30, (P.3, w.r.n., P.2 tog.) five times, 
P.l, K.l. 

23rd row. — K.l, (K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.32. 

24th row. — Like 22nd row. 

Continue in this manner, increasing once at each side 
of Thumb in every 4th row until there are 68 sts. on 
needle. 
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Work 3 rows without shaping. 

THE THUMB. — In next row K.i, (K.3, ,wl. fwd. 
K.2 tog.) five times, K.I 9, turn. 

In following row K.I, P.16, cost on 3 sts., turn. 

Work 2-4 ins. in plain, smooth fabric on these 20 sts., 
ending with o purl row (length of Thumb and Fingers 
may be varied to suit individual requirements) . 

Proceed os follows: — 

1st row. — (K.4, K.2 tog., K.2 tog. t.b.l.) twice, K.4. 

2nd row. — K.I, purl to lost st., K.I. 

3rd row. — K.3, K.2 tog., K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.2, K.2 tog., 
K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.3. 

Break off wool, run end through remaining sts., draw 
up and fasten off securely. 

With right side of work facing, knit up 3 sts. from 
3 cost-on sts. at base of Thumb and knit across re- 
maining 23 sts. (thus working all sts. on to one needle) . 

O Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.I, P.26, (P.3, w.r.n., P.2 fog.) five times, 
P.1, K.I. 

2nd row. — K.I, (K.3, wl. ^wd., K.2 tog.) five times, 
K.28. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows four times, then 1st row once. 

THE FIRST FINGER.— In next row knit plain to lost 
18 sts., turn. 

In following row K.I, P.15, cost on 3 sts., turn. 

Work 21 ins. in plain, smooth fabric on these 19 sts., 
ending with a purl row. 

Proceed os follows: — 

1st row.— K.2, K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.3, 
K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.2. 

2nd row. — K.I, purl to last st., K.I. 

3rd row. — K.I, K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.I, 
K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.I. 

Break off wool, run end through remaining sts., draw 
up ond fasten off securely. 

THE SECOND FINGER. — With right side of work facing, 
knit up 3 sts. from 3 cast-on sts. at base of First 
Finger, K.6, turn. 

In next row K.I, P.15, cost on 3 sts., turn. 

Work 2| ins. in plain, smooth fabric on these 19 sts., 

O ending with a pjjrl row. 

Decrease and finish off qs given for First Finger. 

THE THIRD FINGER. — With right side of work facing, 
knit up 3 sts. from 3 cost-on sts. at base of Second 
Finger, K.6, turn. 

In next row K.I, P.14, cost on 3 sts., turn. 

Work 2J- ins. in plain, smooth fabric on these 18 sts., 
ending with o purl row. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row.— K.I, K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.4, 

K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.I. 

2nd row. — K.I, purl to lost st., K.I. 

3rd row.— K.2 tog., K.2, K.2 tog. t.b.l., K.2, K.2 tog., 
K.2, K.2 tog. t.b.l. 

Finish off as given for First Finger. 

THE FOURTH FINGER. — With right side of work facing, 
knit up 3 sts. from 3 cost-on sts at base of Third 
Finger, K.6. 

In next row K.I, P.14, K.I. 

Work 2-4' ins. in plain, smooth fabric on these 16 sts., 
ending with a purl row. 



Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — (K.2, K.2 tog., K.I, K.2 tog. t.b.l.) twice, 
K.2. 

2nd row. — K.I, purl to last st., K.I. 

3rd row. — K.I, (K.2 tog., K.I, K.2 tog. t.b.l.) twice, 
K.I. 

Finiish off as given for First Finger. 

THE LEFT-HAND GLOVE. — Work as given from ** 
to ** for Right-hand Glove. 

Using No. 13 Needles, proceed os follows: — 

1st row. — K.25, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3) five times, 
K.I. 

2nd row. — K.I, P.1, (P.2 tog., w.r.n., P.3) five times, 
P.23, K.I. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows four times. 

11th row. — K.22, increase once in next st., K.2, 
(K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3) five times, K.I. 

12th row. — K.I, P.1, (P.2 tog. , w.r.n., P.3) five times, 
P.24, K.I. 

13th row. — K.22, (increase once in next st. ) twice, 
K.2, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3) five times, K.I. 

14th row. — K.I, P.I, (P.2 tog , w r n., P.3) five times, 
P.26, K.I. 

15th row. — K.28, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3) five times, 
K.I. 

16th row. — Like 14th row. 

17th row.— K.22, (increase once in next st., K.2) twice, 
(K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3) five times, K.I. 

Continue in this manner, increosing once at each side 
of Thumb in every 4th row until there are 68 sts. r>n 
needle. 

Work 3 rows without shaping. 

THE THUMB. — In next row K.40, cost on 3 sts., turn. 
In following row K.I, P.18, K.I, turn. 

Work on these 20 sts. as given for Thumb of Right- 
hond Glove. 

With right side of work facing, knit up 3 sts. from 
3 cast-on sts. at base of Thumb, then K.2, (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd., K.3) five times, K.I across remaining 28 sts. 
Proceed as follows: — 

,. 0 ^. — K.I, P.1, (P.2 tog., w.r.n., P.3) five times, 
P.26, K.I. 

2nd row. — K.28, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.3) five times, 
K.I. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows four times, then 1st row once. 

THE FIRST FINGER. — In next row K.34, caSt on 3 sts., 
turn. 

In following row K.I, P.17, K.I, turn. 

Work on these 19 sts. as given for First Finger of Right- 
hand Glove. 

THE SECOND FINGER. — With right side of work facing, 
knit up 3 sts. from 3 cast-on sts. at base of First Finger, 
K.7, cast on 3 sts., turn. 

In next row K.I, P.17, K.I, turn. 

Work on these 19 sts. os given for Second Finger of 
Right-hand Glove. 

THE THIRD FINGER. — With right side of work facing, 
knit up 3 sts. from 3 cost-on sts. at bose of Second 
Finger, K.6, cost on 3 sts., turn. 

In next row K.I, P.16, K.I, turn. 

Work on these 18 sts. os given for Third Finger of 
Right-hand Glove. 
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THE FOURTH FINGER. — With right side of work facing, 
knit up 3 sts. from 3 cost-on sts. at base of Third 
Finger, K.7. 

In next row K. 1 , P. 1 4, K. 1 . 

Work on these 16 sts. os given for Fourth Finger of 
Right-hand Glove. 

TO MAKE UP GLOVES. — With o slightly damp cloth 
ond worm iron, press lightly. Using Contrasting Colours 
embroider plain panels in Cross Stitch os illustrated. 
Sew up. thumb, finger ond side seoms. Roll cuff under 
ond sew at 1 -inch intervals to moke scollops.

THE RIGHT-HAND GLOVE. — Using Grey Wool, cost on 
48 stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat 1st row thirty-five times, increosing once at 
end of last row. 

37th row.— K. 26, P.1, K.3, P.l K.l 8. 

38th row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.3, K.l, P.25, K.l. 

39th row. — K.26, P.l, (increase once in next st. ) twice, 
K.l, P.l, K.18. 

40th row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.5, K.l, P.25, K.l. 

Break off Grey Wool. Join in Dork Blue. 

41st row. — K.25, join in Grey Wool, K.l, P.l, K.5, P.l, 
K.18. 

42nd row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.5, K.l, P.l; twist Dark 
Blue Wool under to right of Grey, break off Grey, P.24, 
K.l. 

Break off Dork Blue Wool. Join in Grey. 

43rd row. — K.26, P.l, increase once in next st., K.2, 
increase once in next st., K.l, P.l, K.18. 

44th row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.7, K.l, P.25, K.l. 

Join in Fern Green Wool. 

45th row. — K.IG., * IF., 3G., 2F., repeat from * three 
times (colours ore only woven in across back of hand), 
K.l, P.l, K.7, P.l, K.18 in G. 

46th row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.7, K.l, P.l in G. ,* IF., 
3G., 2F., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 



Break off Fern Green Wool. Join in Wine. 

47th row. — K.IG., * 2G., 2W., 2G., repeat from * three 
times, K.l, P.l, increase once in next st., K.4, increase 
once in next st., K.l, P.l, K.18 in G. 

48th row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.9, K.l, P.l in G., * IG., 
IW., 2G., IW., IG., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 
49th row.— K.IG., * IG., IW., 2G., IW., IG., repeot 
from * three times, K.l, P.l, K.9, P.l, K.18 in G. 

50th row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.9, K.l, P.l in G., * 2G., 
2W., 2G., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 

Breok off Wine Wool. Join in Blue. 

51st row. — K.IG., * IB., 4G., IB., repeot from * three 
times, K.l, P.l, increase once in next st., K.6, increase 
once in next st., K.l, P.l, K.18 in G. 

52nd row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.11, K.l, P.l in G., * 
IG., IB., 2G., IB., IG., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 
53rd row. — K.IG., * 1G.» IB., 2G., IB., IG., repeat 
from * three times; K. 1 , P. 1 , K. 1 1 , P. 1 , K. 1 8 in G. 

54th row.— K. 1 , P. 1 7, K. 1 , P. 1 1 , K. 1 , P. 1 in G., * IB., 
4G., IB., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 

Break off Blue Wool. Join in Wine. 

55th row. — K.IG., * 2G., 2W., 2G. , repeot from * three 
times, K.l, P.l, increase once in next st., K.8, increase 
once in next st., K.l, P.l, K.18 in G. 

56th row.— K.l, P. 1 7, K. 1 , P. 1 3, K. 1 , P. 1 in G., * IG., 
IW., 2G., IW., IG., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 
57th row. — K.IG., * IG., IW., 2G., IW., IG., repeat 
from * three times; K.l, P.l, K.l 3, P.l, K;l8 in G. 
58th row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.13, K.l, P.l in G., * 2G., 
2W., 2G., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 

Break off Wine Wool. Join in Blue. 

59th row. — K.IG., * IB., 4G., IB., repeat from * three 
times; K.l, P.l, increase once in next st., K.IO, increase 
once in next st., K.l, P.l, K.18 in G. 

60th row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.15, K.l, P.l in G., ♦ IG., 
IB., 2G., IB., IG., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 
61st row.— K.IG., * IG., IB., 2G., IB., IG., repeat 
from * three times; K.l, P.l, K.l 5, P.l, K.18 in G. 
62nd row.— K.l, P.17, K.l, P.15, K.l, P.l in G., * IB., 
4G., IB., repeat from * three times,, K.IG. 

Break off Blue wool. Join in Wine. 

63rd fow. — K.IG., * 2G., 2W., 2G., repeat from * three 
times, K.l, P.l, increose once in next st., K.l 2, increase 
once in next st., K.l, P.l, K.18 in G. 

64th row.— (K.l, P.17) twice, K.l, P.l in G., * IG., 
IW., 2G., IW., IG., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 
65th row.— K.IG., * IG., IW., 2G., IW., IG., repeat 
from * three times; K.l, P.l, K.l 7, P.l, K.18 in G. 
66th row. — (K.l, P.17) twice, K.l, P.l in G., * 2G., 
2W., 2G., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 

Break off Wine Wool. Join in Blue. 

67th row. — K.IG., * IB., 4G., IB., repeat from * three 
times, K.l, P.l, K.17, P.l, K.18 in G. 

68th row.— (K.l, P.17) twice, K.l, P.l in G., ♦ IG., 
IB., 2G., IB., IG., repeot from * three times, K.IG. 
69th row.— K.IG., * IG., IB., 2G., IB., IG., repeat 
from * three times, K.l, P.l, K.17, P.l, K.18 in G. 
70th row. — (K.l, P.17) twice, K.l, P.l in G., * IB., 
4G., IB., repeat from * three times, K.IG. 

Break off Blue Wool. Join in Wine. 

THE THUMB. — In next row K.IG., * 2G., 2W., 2G., 
repeat from * three times, K.l, P.l, K.l 6 in G., turn. 
In following row K.l, P.14, cost on 3 sts., turn. 

Work 2 ins. in plain, smooth fabric on these 18 sts., 
ending with a purl row (length of Thumb ond Fingers 
may be varied to suit individual requirements) .

Repeat 1st row for 2i ins. 

In next row increase once in first st., 

* (K.l, P.l) three times, increase once 
in next st., (P.l, K.l) three times, in- 
creose once in next st., repeat from * to 
lost 13 sts., (K.l, P.l) three times, in- 
crease once in next st., (P.l, K.l ) twice, 

P.l, increase once in lost st. (65 sts.). 

Proceed os follows: — 

1st row (wrong side of work). — K.3, 

P.3 tog., * K.5, P.3 tog., repeat from * 
to lost 3 sts., K.3. 

2nd row. — K.l, * knit into bock and 
front of next st., (K.l, winding wool 
twice round needle) three times,, knit 
into bock and front of next st., K.l, 
repeat from * to end of row. 

3rd row. — K.l, P.2, slip 3 purlwoys 
(counting w.r.n. twice os 1 st. ), * P.5, 
slip 3 purlwoys, repeat from * to lost 
3 sts., P.2, K.l. 

4th row. — K.3; slip 3 purlwoys, * K.5, 
slip 3 purlwoys, repeat from * to lost 
3 sts., K.3 **. 

Repeat from ** to ** twice, then 1st and 2nd rows once. 
Proceed os follows: — 

1st row. — Work 33 sts. in pattern, P.3, work 29 sts. in 
pattern. 

2nd row. — Work 29 sts. in pattern ,K.3, worV 33 sts. 
in pattern. 

3rd row. — Work 33 sts. in pattern, increase once in 
next st., P. 1 , increase once in next st., work 29 sts. 
in pattern. 

4th row. — Work 29 sts. in pattern, K.5, work 33 sts. in 
pattern. 

Continue in this manner, increasing at each end of 
Thumb sts. in 3rd and every following 4th row until 
there ore 1 1 Thumb sts. ‘ 

In next row work 33 sts. in pattern, leave next 1 1 sts. 
on o thread, cost on 3 sts., work 29 sts. in pattern. 
Work 23 rows in pattern on these 65 sts. 
in next row K.l, * knit into bock and front of next st., 
K.3, knit into bock and front of next st., K.l, repeat 
from * to end of row. ' 



In following row K.l, P.29, P.2 tog., P.30, P.2 tog., 
K.l (63 sts.). 

Break off wool. 

THE FOURTH FINGER. — Slip 7 sts. from bock of hand 
and 6 from front on to one needle, cost on 2 sts. 
Arrange these 1 5 sts. on to three needles ond knit in 
rounds for 2i- ins. 

In next round * K.2 tog., repeat from * to lost st., K.l. 
Breok off wool, run end through remaining sts., draw up 
and fasten off securely. 

THE THIRD FINGER. — Pick up 2 sts. from base of 
Fourth Finger, slip 8 sts. from beginning of spore sts., 
cost on 2 sts., slip 8 sts. from end of spore sts. on to 
one needle. 

Arrange these 20 sts. on to three needles ond knit in 
rounds for 2i ins.. 

Decrease and finish off os given for Fourth Finger. 
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THE SECOND FINGER. — Work os given for Third Finger, 
working 3 ins. instead of 2J ins. 

THE FIRST FINGER. — Pick up 2 sts. from base of 
Second Finger, slip remoining sts. on to needle. 

Arronge these sts. on three needles ond knit in rounds 
for 3 ins. 

Decrease and finish off os given for Fourth Finger. 

THE THUMB. — Slip 1 1 sts. from thread on to o needle, 
pick up 2 sts. from side of gap, 4 sts. from cost-on sts. 
ot bose of First Finger and 2 sts. from other side of gap. 
Arrange these 19 sts. on three needles and knit in 
rounds for 2'i ins. 

Decreose and finish off os given for Fourth Finger. 



THE LEFT-HAND GLOVE. — Work to correspond with 
Right-hand Glove, working increosings for Thumb after 
first 29 sts. to reverse shapings. 

TO MAKE UP GLOVES. — With o slightly damp cloth 
ond worm iron press lightly. Sew up side seams.

13th row. — K.l, P.23 in G., twist Dark Blue Wool under 
to right of Grey, break off Grey, P.24, K.l.

at base of Second Finger, K.2 tog., K.4, turn. 

In next row K.l, P.7, P.2 tog., P.4, cast on 3 sts., turn.
